The message in part follows: 
Judicial Recall Hit 
“I return herewith, without my 
approval, the house joint resolution 
to admit the territories of New Mex­ 
ico and Arizona as states. 
“If I sign this resolution I do not 
tee how I can escape responsibility 
for the judicial 
recall of the Ari­ 
zona constitution. 
This 
provision 
of the Arizona constitution, in its 
application to county and state judg­ 
es, seems to me so pernicious in its 
effect, so destructive 
of indepen­ 
dence in the judiciary, so likely to 
subject the rights of the individual 
to the possible tyranny of a popular 
majority and, therefore, to be so in­ 
jurious to the cause of free gov­ 
ernment that I must disapprove a 
constitution containing it. 
“Now, as the government is for 
all the people, and not solely for a 
majority of them, the majority, in 
exercising control, either directly or 
through its agents, is bound to ex­ 
ercise the power for the benefit of 
the minority as well as the major­ 
ity. 
But all have recognized 
that 
the majority of a people, unrestrain- 
td by law, when aroused and with­ 
out the sobering effect of delibera­ 
t e and discussion, may do injus- 
trn to the minority or to the indi- 
ifiual when the selfish interest of 
tile majority prompts.

La Crosse grocers

Pursuant to this law the city will 
have to appoint a “sealer of weights 
and m easures.” 
Fred B. 
Downing, of Madison, 
chief inspector of weights and mea­ 
sures under the new law, is in the 
city today consulting with city of­ 
ficials and with Harry Taggart, sec­ 
retary of the Retail Grocers’ asso­ 
ciation. 
The new department has 
been 
placed under the supervision of J 
Q. Emery, state dairy and food com­ 
missioner, w’ith the title of “super­ 
intendent of weights and measures ” 
Inspector Downing visited a num ­ 
ber of groceries today, and examin­ 
ed their 
methods. 
He reported a 
number of mistakes th at are being 
made, among which was the m easur­ 
ing of dry stuff in w’et quart mea­ 
sures, thereby giving the purchaser 
about 15 per cont less than his due.

Head Game W arden John A. Sholts 
contemplates 
the 
adoption of the 
policy of “ farm ing” lakes within the 
state of Wisconsin, that are to be 
seined for coarse fish. 
Mr. Sholts was in the city for two 
hours this morning, and discussed his 
plan with a Tribune reporter. 
During the last session of the leg­ 
islature a bill was introduced pro- 
diving that licenses be sold for sein­ 
ing from lakes in which the coarse 
fishers were in such abudance as to 
be an injury to game fishing. It was 
contended in opposition to this bill 
that if passed it w’ould enable cer­ 
tain people to make large sums of 
money at the expense only of a tri­ 
fling license fee, and th at as the 
state is expending money of the tax­ 
payers in stocking lakes with fish, 
it should profit by the sale of fish 
w’here they became too numerous. 
A hopeless disagreement on this 
measure resulted in the legislature 
leaving the disposal of these fish to 
the judgm ent of the game warden 
departm ent, and pursuant to this 
authority Mr. Sholts hopes to evolve 
an arrangem ent whereby the profits 
of seining these lakes shall be shar­ 
ed by the state. 
In Minnesota the state lets con­ 
tracts for seining lakes to the high­ 
est bidder, the resultant competi­ 
tion making the method profitable.

It is m y opinion th a t in m any 
cases, even of m u rd er, it w ould be 
perfectly safe to p u t th e principal 
on probation.

Three years ago I had a petition 
presented to me largely signed by 
citizens of North La Crosse making 
a like complaint.

tention of Mr. H. R Johnson, then 
superintendent of the hatchery at 
Manchester, Iowa, and in charge of 
the rescue work on the upper river. 
He at once issued orders to the crew 
that under no circumstances should 
rescue work be conducted in the 
open channel but should be confined 
to landlocked waters, and that the 
greatest care possible should be tak­ 
en to restore the fish not wanted to 
the main channel. 
"I stand for a strict enforcement 
of the state law and for full com­ 
pliance with both the letter and the 
spirit of the permit granted by our 
state to the federal government. All 
the employes of the ‘Curlew’ are La 
Crosse citizens, and all their wages 
are spent in La Crosse. When I se­ 
cured the location of the sub station 
at La Crosse some six years ago.
